. T ‘f ,^:ate Supreme C ou rt« susta ining of an 
injunction from the enforcing of the prorate 
in the distribution of lemons is a decision of 
much importance to the jteople of California and 
the -est o: the nation. 
T he ruling practically 
makes void the power of the State to enforce 
The prorate in lemon m a rketing. 
If the State 
has 110 authority to enforce the prorate in lem ­ 
ons, of course, it w ill ha ve no authority to en­ 
force it in oranges. 
W hile the prorate might be temporarily help­ 
ful to the citru« industry, if it m aintains profits 
that are inviting to other capital, it is thus onlv 
dela ying com petition. 
Prorate« could not be 
worked w ith croj* that could be produced in 
the year of planting. 
Citrus crops take several 
yea rs to develop and it can delay com petition. 
O f course, if any group has a right to combine 
to lest rain production and m arketing, all groups 
have a right to combine. 
It is a philosophy of 
sca rcity. 
If all groups combine to keep things 
sca rce and high, in money prices, the inevitable 
if lower and lower « tandards of living.

W agner law), which wo u ld co mpel 
him to discharge all the wo rkers 
who refu sed o r were no t inv ited to 
Jo in the v icto rio u s u nio n. Co u ld the 
emplo y er 
“bargain 
indefinitely 
witho u t any go o d faith intentio n” 
o f entering into su ch 
an 
agree­ 
ment? No , answers Ju dge Barnes: 
"One canno t 
be said to bargain 
fo r the pu rchase o f a ho u se if he 
has a settled determinatio n nev er 
to bu y a ho u se o n any terms.” Bu t 
the co mpu lsio n to bargain applies 
to o nly o ne o f the co ntracting par­ 
ties—the emplo y er. The represent­ 
ativ es o f the emplo y es “are at lib­ 
erty to reject any su ggestio n" he 
may make, ‘‘rcgu rdlo ss o f ho w re a ­ 
so nable If may be." Therefo re, "the 
emplo y er mu st 
ev entu ally 
enter 
into 
a 
clo sed-sho p 
agreement." 
Ju dge Barnes co nclu des, u nder this 
line o f reu so ning, that this “co m ­ 
pu lso ry u nilateral arbitratio n'* de­ 
priv es the emplo y er o f his co nsti­ 
tu tio nal rights, and that the act as 
a who le 1» in v io latio n o f the Tenth 
Amendment. 
The Su preme Co u rt, in do e time, 
may o r may no t su stain this 
re a ­ 
so ning. Bu t as lo ng as the W agner 
act. with its u ncertain and am big­ 
u o u s applicatio n, 
is 
alo lwed 
to 
stand, it will tend to increase r a th­ 
er than to “diminish the cau ses o f 
labo r dispu tes," its declared aim.

Here is Ranso tne. He was a go o d 
bo y 
u ntil 
after 
his 
thirteenth 
birthday . Then he began to be 
a 
bad bo y . He to o k thing» that did 
no t belo ng to him. No t 
that 
he 
needed o r wanted them really , bu t 
I he Ju st to o k them, and then denied 
1 it sto u tly . 
Then he go t v ery ju mpy , did no 
| lesso ns, failed in scho o l. The do c­ 
to r and nu rse said to keep him o u t 
j fo r the rest o f the term. Du ring the 
I v acatio n he grew like a weed, bu t 
! his co ndu ct wa» wo rse than 
ev er. 
No w he stay ed in bed late mo rnings 
so hi* mo ther co u ld no t get him to 
who o l o n time to sav e her life. H» 
was v ery su rly a n j said u gly thing* 
to tho se who spo ke to him. He had 
hy sterical tantru m*, y elled at 
the 
to p o f his lu ngs, declaring that he 
wo u ld get ev en, lie wo u ld ru n aw ay , 
he wo u ld do dreadfu l things, all fo r 
no apparent reaso n. 
This went o n u ntil he wa* mo re 
than fo u rteen. 
His 
lesso ns 
Im ­ 
pro v ed so he was pro mo ted, bu t his 
behav io r at ho me did no t 
change. 
Finally his mo ther co u ld stand no 
mo re and fell sick. The do cto rs who 
attended her so o n fo u nd that Ran- 
so me needed their attentio n mo re 
than she did. They persu aded her 


to allo w them to take him to 
th« 
children's ho spital and treat 
him 
fo r w hat ailed him. the Imbalance 
o f ado lescence. No w he Is back 
at 
scho o l greatly Impro v ed In 
ev ery 
way . The do cto rs still 
see 
him 
weekly , and he I* glad o f their help. 
Girls hav e their 
difficu lties 
at 
this time. So me o f them are v ery 
hard to manage. They seem to 
be 
po ssessed to do w hat is go ing 
to 
hu rt them. They manage to escape 
the watchfu l ey es o f teachers 
and 
mo thers and make and keep dates 
with bo y * who are the wro ng 
so rt. 
So me o f them go In fo r ex aggerated 
dress, thick ro u ge and plasters o f 
po wder. They w'ant spike heels and 
ev ening dresses fo r scho o l, and in 
o ther way * manifest instincts that 
are almo st o u t o f co ntro l. 
This is no time fo r talking. These 
girls need medical care and adv ice. 
They do no t kno w what ails them 
a n j hav e little co ntro l 
o f 
them ­ 
selv es. They seem to take to tro u ­ 
ble s* du cks to water, *11 u nco n­ 
scio u s o f its meaning and its co n­ 
sequ ences to themselv es. 
Lo se no 
time in getting these 
imbalanced 
children to the specialist who u nd­ 
erstand their co nditio n. Do n't sco ld 
them and make them feel they are- 
sinners and criminals. 
They 
are 
battling thro u gh a stag** o f their 
gro wth and need help. They need 
medicine, gu idance, new* 
interest* 
and friendly u nderstanding to carry 
them thro u gh this safely . 
A skilled 
psy cho lo gist 
and a 
trained psy chiatrist and a trained 
psy chiatrist fo r ev ery high scho o l 
in the land wo u ld serv e o u r pu r­ 
po se better than the 
po lice 
and 
the pro batio n o fficer*.
